Meeting was called to order by co-chairman Marshall Wolf, with self introduction 
Of all present. Mr. Wolf called on Mr. Stewart to give an Executive Director's 


report. 


Mr, “olf informed the George Biri as BICC 
treasurer, and announced Mr. nii Donehen as his ape 


Hank Boardman gave abrief report on the education committee, reporting that the 
Industrial Arts Curriculum Project had been extended to all Schools. He invited 
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Mr, Wolf introduced Mr. David Barrett, President of United Comunity Corporation. 
Mr. Barrett, told the membership his appearance at this RICC meeting was in reaction 
to reports he had received about dialogue concerning ICC at BICC's last Executive 
Meeting. 


The President said his anpearance was not'*to"deféd himself, hut to tell the busi 
nessmen in person who are concerned shout thé”anti-poverty agency ‘that they should 
take the initiative in obtaining information and answers as to what takes place 
at UCC. He noted he was somewhat irritated that some BICC members had expressed 


apprehensions about his agency. Mr, Barrett said at present IIC is in the process 


‘of training some 40 youths between 16 and 25 in the area of television arts. The 
project will’ focus on video tanes. The pilot communications project vigia a? for 
17 weeks, and UCC has acquired the cooperation of channel 13 and channel 47. Mr. 
Barrett said he hopes by: Senkery of 1972 to be putting on one-hour TV soll at 
least one a week on channel 47. In this project 75% to 80% hired will be Black. 
or Puerto Rican. 


Mr. Barrett told the menbors”since his election Jast year NOC has been in the pro- 
cost of establishing creative and innovative programs for the poor community.

Mr. Rarrett was asked what BICC 
runs directly. He answered; area boards, AJT, Blazer Catering Service, Automotive 
Training Unit, Hillery School, Fuld Neighborhood House and others. The TCC presi- 
dent said his budget for next year has not heen determined yet. TCC has to demon- 
strate experimental and innovative programs, and imagination is their only limit. 
The question of CEO restrictions was raised, and Nir, Rarrett said there were none 
Each Agency is to have its owm handbook, and there are no guidelines that he knows 
of.

ped Lozowick reported on the BICC Task Force's Affirmative Action Program. He 

formed the members that he had compiled FFO data on the 10 comanies visited 
by the Task Force, and the Force was scheduled to visit 3 other comanies. “r. 
Lozowick said he was quite pleased with the progress of his committee. 


Mr, Roland Stewart in his Executive Director's report, told of the enlarging of 
BICC quarters, a new and additional location to be secured at 36 Branford Place, 
which will house BICC's employment and training segments. "r. Stewart said BICC 
at 46 Branford Place was overcrowded in its present 900 sq. ft., and additional 
Toom to expand was needed. He explained a laundry list that had been sent out to 
anies requesting different articles needed to eauin the new quarters, and 
had hopes of being donated these art wart said he had already Te: 
ceived many promises and things were Tat the bezinning stage of beine acquired 


Mr, Stewart then informed the audience of a non-cooperative Newark Rank which had 
done nothing for 2 Black entrepreneurs. It was renorted the hank felt the 2 Black 
entrepreneurs were not cooperative and their aims and objectives were to RS It 
was also reported from the Black entrenreneurs that their requests for loans and 
opportunities were denied. *foineidentally, the hank 1s the Landlord of the two’ 
entrepreneurs. 


The Executive Director reported on a letter re: Stadium Commlex which had been 
sent out to all member companies giving information in form of a fact sheet, a 
letter to Gov. Cahill concerning affirmative action in construction of the complex, 
a magazine article on the stadium. Mr. Stewart said there should he some or 
more concern on the stadium's construction since it will he the center of a new 
Jersey. He said he had heard nothing from the Governor or anyhody in reference 
to the stadium. 


Mr. Wolf announced guest speaker ick Fdwards, reporter for the New York Amster- 
dam News, who covered the Attica uprising. 


Mr. Edwards in covering the rebellion said the shootings were unnecessary, and the 
institution itself was de-humanizing. He renorted the shooting and Kitine of the 
inmates and guards by the National Guards and State Troopers was unwarranted, be- 
cause the inmates had no Weapons and eas could have imobilized then seconds after 
eing dropped into the eel Tbhock. 


Mr. Edwards said he slept in the rain, cold, and in a tent outside the prison 

ile covering the Attica story. He also said the city of Attica was hostile to- 
ward outsiders, especially Rlack ones, ahd he had encountered vile words and name 
calling. The reporter said Rockefeller's decision to storm the prison was made 
with the knowledge that hostages would be killed in the process. He knew hostages 


would be killed in getting to the prisoners, and in this case they were expend- 
able. Among his observations Mr. Fdwards said many of the guards had their fin- 
gers itching on the trigger of their guns. They knew they were poing to have to 


storm the prison, and couldn't wait to carry out their orders. 


reporter said he had spoken with one of the hostages who had expressed the

During the question and answer period, Mr. Fdwards was asked, How adequate are 
the Attica reports in the New York Times. Mr. Edwards said, "Mn article that has

body else don't believe it.” When asked, "Was a guard thrown from one of the 
windows," he answered, "Tt was utterly inpossible.” Bt windows are barred and 
small in dimension."
